To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
health  services  for  Dewsbury  for  the  year  1962. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  population  of  the  town  i 
at  mid-1962  at  53,520,  an  increase  of  500  on  the  previous  year’s 
figure.  The  natural  increase  in  the  population  (that  is  the 
excess  of  live  births  over  deaths)  during  the  year  was  164. 

Live  births  registered  were  1,001  comprised  of  498  males  andl 
503  females.  Of  this  number  55  or  5.5%  were  illegitimate  aS' 
compared  with  61  or  6.3%  in  1961.  The  birth  rate  for  the  year' 
was  18.7  compared  with  18.27  for  the  previous  year.  The 
corrected  live  birth  rate  was  18.8  and  the  national  figure  waS' 
18.0. 

The  still  birth  rate  was  1^  per  1,000  total  live  and  still 
births,  an  increase  on  the  previous  year’s  figure  of  1 1 - 2.  The  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  18  1. 

The  crude  Death  Rate  of  15.6  per  1,000  population  was; 
above  the  national  rate  of  11.9  and  an  increase  on  the  town’s; 
1961  death  rate  of  14.1.  The  heaviest  mortality  was  caused^ 
by  the  group  of  diseases  of  the  heart,  of  which  coronary  disease: 
alone  accounted  for  172  deaths  or  20%  of  the  total  of  8371 
deaths/from  all  causes.  There  was  an  increase  over  last  year  in 
deaths  due  to  cancer  (all  forms),  this  year  there  were  .137  deaths- 
compared  with  117  last  year  giving  a death  rate  of  25  per  1,000 
population,  and  causing  16-3%  of  the  deaths  from  all  causes.- 
Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  was  the  cause  of  5 deaths 
giving  a death  rate  of  0-09  per  1,000  population. 

Out  of  a total  of  837  deaths,  552,  i.e.,  66%  were  of  persons' 
over  65  years  of  age,  and  214,  i.e.,  25%  were  of  persons  between' 
46-65  years  of  age.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  91%  of  all  deaths 
were  of  persons  over  45  years  of  age.  Deaths  of  infants  under  11 
year  totalled  28  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  28.  Of  these 
deaths  10  died  in  the  first  day  of  life,  1 6 within  the  first  week  and 
22  within  the  first  month.  1 1 of  the  infant  deaths  were  associated 
with  prematurity  and  5 with  congenital  malformation.  Of  the 
11  premature  baby  deaths  8 died  within  24  hours  and  6 of  them 
each  weighed  less  than  3 lbs.  4 ozs.  at  birth. 
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There  are  two  subjects  which  I feel  should  be  mentioned. 
Firstly  notification  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis.  There  were  51  such 
notifications  during  the  year,  the  highest  number  since  1941. 
Of  these  30  were  immigrants  from  India  or  Pakistan.  It  would  be 
wise,  I believe,  for  all  such  immigrants  to  be  tested  on  admission 
to  this  country  and  if  found  to  be  non  immune  to  Tuberculosis 
to  be  offered  the  protection  of  B.C.G.  vaccination.  In  Dewsbury 
efforts  are  being  made  to  give  such  vaccination  to  as  many  as 
possible  of  the  immigrants  to  try  to  reduce  the  incidence  of 
Tuberculosis.  Furthermore  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visits 
Dewsbury  each  year  and  special  sessions  are  arranged  for  the 
immigrants.  A personal  letter  from  me  written  in  the  appropriate 
language  and  delivered  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  urges 
them  to  attend.  This  is  well  worth  while  as  about  half  of  them 
do  so  and  early  cases  are  detected. 

Secondly  I should  like  to  say  a few  words  about  Smallpox. 
This  disease  broke  out  in  England  and  Wales  in  the  winter  of 
1961  /62.  The  infection  was  imported  from  Karachi  where  it  was, 
at  the  time,  epidemic.  The  arrival  at  London  Airport  of  5 infected 
immigrants  led  to  65  cases,  25  of  them  fatal.  Of  great  concern  to 
Dewsbury  was  the  outbreak  in  the  neighbouring  town  of  Brad- 
ford. The  original  case  gave  rise  to  13  cases  of  whom  5 died. 
At  one  period  Dewsbury  General  Hospital  was  closed  because  of 
a suspected  case  which  fortunately  was  not  confirmed.  People 
clamoured  for  vaccination,  the  demand  was  overwhelming,  no 
doubt  stimulated  by  publicity  on  television  and  wireless.  In 
Dewsbury  I discouraged  anything  like  mass  vaccination  because 
it  was  not  necessary  and  because  of  its  associated  dangers  and 
restricted  it  to  contacts  and  children  under  5 years  of  age.  This 
was  not  easy  to  achieve  and  I spent  several  days  answering 
innumerable  telephone  calls  from  persons  who  sought  advice  on 
whether  they  should  receive  vaccination.  There  was,  no  doubt, 
panic  amongst  a large  section  of  the  public.  Nevertheless  as  a 
result  of  the  various  outbreaks  in  the  country  two  essential  and 
important  points  have  been  established.  The  first  is  that  with 
endemic  areas  of  the  world  only  a day’s  journey  away  we  in  this 
country  are  increasingly  at  risk  and  secondly,  the  advisability  of 
being  vaccinated  in  infancy  has  been  pro\’ed  beyond  doubt.  The 
better  the  vaccinal  state  of  a country  the  less  is  the  chance  of 
spread  of  the  disease  and  primary  vaccination  is  safest  in  infancy. 
It  is  therefore  to  be  hoped  that  all  parents  will  ensure  that  their 
children  receive  such  protection  and  so  lu'lp  to  produce'  a high 
degree  of  immunity  in  the  country. 

Full  information  on  other  services  and  matters  of  interest 
are  to  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report  and  I trust  they  will 
give  a fair  reflection  of  the  health  of  the  town  as  a whole.' 


Before  concluding  I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  Mrs.  N. 
Croft,  a domiciliary  midwife  who  retired  during  the  year  after 
completing  over  25  years’  service  with  the  Corporation.  I trust 
■she  will  have  many  years  of  happy  retirement. 
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Finally,  may  I take  this  opportunity  to  tender  to  the  Chair- 
man and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation of  the  generous  help  and  support  so  freely  given 
throughout  the  year. 

I should  also  like  to  thank  the  Town  Clerk  and  other  Officers 
of  the  Corporation  for  their  valuable  co-operation  and  help, 
and  lastly,  and  by  no  means  least,  my  own  staff  professional  and 
clerical  for  their  conscientious  work  throughout  the  year.

Medical  Examinations.

Health  of  Children. 

Prevention  of  break  up  of  families. 

During  the  year  under  review  5 meetings  were  held  under 
the  Chairmanship  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  deal  with 
this  subject  and  to  continue  with  the  work  that  was  done  in  the 
previous  year.  The  meetings  are  attended  by  a representative 
of  the  Town  Clerk,  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer,  Superintendent 
Nursing  Officer,  a senior  lady  Housing  Inspector,  the  N.S.P.C.C. 
Inspector,  the  Senior  National  Assistance  Officer,  the  Children’s 
Officer,  a Probation  Officer,  the  Chief  Officer  of  Welfare  Services 
and  an  Education  Department  Welfare  Officer. 

8 new  cases  were  discussed  and  helped  during  1962  in 
addition  to  23  cases  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1961. 
5 cases  were  taken  off  the  register  as  no  longer  needing  help 
because  of  the  improvement  which  had  been  effected  or  because 
they  had  removed  to  another  area.  At  the  end  of  1962  there 
remained  on  the  register  26  cases  still  under  discussion.  Some  of 
these  cases  represent  the  ‘hard  core’  of  problem  families  and  are 
with  us  year  after  year,  necessitating  a continuous  watch  on 
behalf  of  the  children  who  are  often  the  victims  of  the  indolence 
and  ignorance  of  their  parents.

All  specimens  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  Wakefield  (Director,  Dr.  L.  A.  Little),  and  during  1960 
approximately  a total  of  125  speciments  were  dealt  with, 
mainly  investigations  in  connection  with  sonne  dysentery  and 
food  poisoning.

Mr.  D.  E.  Strachan,  Water  Engineer,  has  kindly  supplied 
the  following  details  of  the  public  water  supply  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1962. 

Dewsbury  County  Borough  receives  water  in  bulk  from 
three  sources,  namely  : — 

1.  The  works  of  the  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike 

Waterworks  Board. 

2.  The  Corporation  of  Bradford. 

3.  The  Corporation  of  Halifax. 

Dewsbury  Corporation  is  not  responsible  for  production 
and  treatment  of  Halifax  and  Bradford  supplies,  but  is  indirectly 
responsible  in  that  respect  for  the  Board  water,  being  the  larger 
partner  in  the  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  Waterworks 
Board. 

In  1962,  the  proportions  of  water  from  each  source  were; — 

1.  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  Waterworks  Board  71% 

2.  Bradford  Corporation  ...  ...  ...  ...  15% 

3.  Halifax  Corporation  ...  ...  ...  ...  14% 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  source  of  supply  or  method 
of  distribution.  New  mains  have  been  laid  to  Corporation  Hous- 
ing sites  at  Foxroyd  Lane  and  to  various  private  housing  sites 
within  the  County  Borough.  Mains  were  re-laid  in  Caulms  Wood 
Road,  Crackenedge  Lane  and  Lock  Lane. 

No  new  constructional  work  has  been  done. 

All  houses  in  the  area,  except  for  a few  isolated  cottages, 
are  supplied  from  public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses,  with 

no  standpipe  supplies.  There  was  no  restriction  of  supplies  | i 
during  1962.  i 

The  rate  of  consumption  per  person  in  1962  was  34-4  gallons  i 
per  head  per  day  for  domestic  and  unmeasured  trade  purposes  • i 
and  25-9  gallons  per  head  per  day  for  measured  trade  supplies.  « 
The  chemical  analysis  of  the  waters  supplied  to  the  consumers  do  j 
not  show  the  water  to  have  any  liability  to  plumbo-solvent 
action.  No  contamination  has  taken  place  nor  has  any  been  i 
suspected.  The  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  Waterworks  ; 
Board  water  is  still  unfiltered. 


Pablic  Water  Supply  — Baeteriological  Analysis. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Mr.  G.  J.  Drummond,  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has 
supplied  the  following  information  with  regard  to  the  sewerage 
system  : — 

The  whole  sewerage  system  of  the  Borough  is  under  con- 
stant inspection  and  maintenance  and  during  the  year  various 
sections  were  cleaned  out. 

Concurrent  with  private  development  new  sewers  were  laid 
in  Bendigo  Road,  Nixon  Close,  Ludwell  Close,  Bywell  Close, 
St.  Michael’s  Mount,  St.  Michael’s  Close,  Frank  Lane,  Henley 
Road,  Moor  End  Lane,  Scarr  End  Lane,  Cullingworth  Street, 
Selbourne  Avenue,  Selbourne  Road,  Coniston  Road,  Tresham 
Court,  Ennerdale  Crescent,  Ennerdale  Road,  Ullswater  Avenue 
and  Ullswater  Road,  similarly  with  new  development  and  re- 
development by  the  Corporation  in  Eastborough,  Batley  Carr, 
Thornhill  Lees,  Spen  Valley,  Whitley  Estate,  Foxroyd  Street 
and  Douglas  Street.  In  addition  surface  water  sewers  were 
introduced  in  Chidswell  Lane  and  Savile  Road. 

The  existing  sewerage  system  of  an  area  incorporating 
Thornhill,  Whitley  and  part  of  Ravensthorpe  is  now  under 
investigation  with  the  view  to  relieving  the  present  overloaded 
conditions  and  provide  for  further  housing  development. 

A start  was  made  in  December,  1962,  on  the  construction  of 
the  “Recirculation  Scheme’’  which  includes  constant  velocity 
grit  channels,  a distribution  chamber  and  pumping  station. 

The  Sludge  Digestion  Scheme  is  now  in  the  design  stage  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  constructional  work  will  commence  next 
year. 

Mr.  C.  L.  N.  Cree,  Sewage  Works  Manager  has  supplied  the 
following  information:— 

The  main  sewage  treatment  works,  situated  at  Mitchell 
Laithes,  deals  with  Domestic  Sewage  and  Trade  Waste  Waters 
from  the  County  Borough  of  Dewsbury,  the  Borough  of  Batley, 
the  Urban  District  of  Mirfield  and  part  of  the  sewage  from  the 
Borough  of  Ossett  which  formerly  received  treatment  at  their 
Healey  Sewage  Works.  The  population  of  the  area  draining  to 
the  works  is  105,000.  The  total  volume  of  sewage  treated 
amounted  to  2,577  million  gallons,  equal  to  an  average  daily 
flow  of  7,059,000  gallons.  Sludge  and  solid  matter  removed  from 
the  sewage  by  treatment  was  96,458  tons,  a 14-2%  increase  on 
the  previous  12  months. 

The  system  of  treatment  includes  primary  sedimentation, 
biological  filtration  together  with  re-circulation  of  effluent  and 
secondary  sedimentation.  Effluent  is  discharged  to  the  River 
Calder.  Notwithstanding  the  heavy  and  somewhat  over- 
loading of  the  treatment  plant,  it  has  been  possible  to  effect  a 
purification  figure  of  78%. 


Construction  work  has  been  commenced  on  extensions 
which  will  incorporate  features  developed  from  investigations 
carried  out  at  Mitchell  Laithes.  The  first  stage  in  these  extensions 
includes  Constant  Velocity  Grit  Channels  and  a new  Secondary 
Pumping  Station.  The  new  pumping  Station  is  to  be  completely 
automatic,  being  controlled  by  electro-magnetic  flow  recorders. 

Ravensthorpe  Sewage  Works  deals  with  domestic  sewage 
and  trade  wastes  from  the  Ravensthorpe  part  of  the  County 
Borough.  Population  draining  to  the  works  is  7,000  and  the 
volume  of  sewage  treated  amounted  to  246  million  gallons  equal 
to  a daily  average  flow  of  674,000  gallons.  The  system  of  treat- 
ment is  similar  to  that  employed  at  Mitchell  Laithes  with  the 
exception  of  recirculation  of  effluent. 

Effluent,  which  generally  has  been  within  the  required

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  information  in  this  section  has  been  kindly  contributed 
^ by  Mr.  M.  Lovett,  O.B.E.,  Chief  Inspector,  Yorkshire  Ouse 
River  Board,  Leeds: — 

The  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board  is  the  authority  responsible 
for  dealing  with  matters  relating  to  river  pollution  prevention, 
land  drainage  and  fishery  interests  in  the  River  Calder  watershed. 

The  River  Calder  and  its  tributaries  receive  along  their 
! lengths,  the  effluents  from  an  almost  unbroken  chain  of  sewage 
works  and  trade  premises.  The  problem  of  preventing  pollution 
! in  the  middle  and  lower  reaches  of  the  river  is  complicated  by  the 

: relative  smallness  of  the  normal  flow  in  the  river  in  relation  to  the 

’ volume  of  effluents  discharged.  As  measured  at  Kirkthorpe 

’ Weir,  Wakefield,  the  normal  flow  in  the  river  is  about  95  million 

i gallons  per  day.  At  that  point,  at  least  one-third  of  the  normal 

E flow  of  water  in  the  river  can  be  accounted  for  as  effluent  from 

I sewage  works.  In  addition,  treated  trade  effluents  amounting  to 

; several  millions  of  gallons  per  day  are  discharged  to  the  river  and 

1^  its  tributaries,  so  that  normally  the  amount  of  used  water  in  the 

t river  is  often  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  flow,  this  being 

I exclusive  of  the  use  of  virtually  the  whole  flow  in  the  river  for 

> cooling  purposes  by  the  various  electricity  generating  stations 

I between  Elland  and  Wakefield. 

* There  were  no  abnormed  conditions  of  the  river  during  the 

[ year,  there  being  neither  drouglit  nor  serious  flood. 

The  Board  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  an  area  such  as  the 
' Calder  Valley  the  most  efficient  and  economical  means  of  dealing 
f.  with  trade  effluents  is  by  discharging  them,  where  practicable, 
I to  the  public  sewers,  for  treatment  at  the  sewage  works  of  the 
I local  authorities.  Dewsbury  Corporation  continue  to  co- 
‘ operate  with  the  Board  in  furthering  this  policy,  and  with  verv 
few  exceptions  all  the  trade  effluents  produced  within  the 
County  Borough,  and  in  the  adjacent  areas  of  Batley  and 
\ Mirfield,  continue  to  receive  treatment  at  the  Corporation’s 
f sewage  works. 


During  the  year  the  scheme  to  provide  new  inlet  works  and 
permanent  equipment  for  recirculating  final  effluent  at  the 
Mitchell  Laithes  sewage  works  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government,  and  the  contractor  was  moving 
equipment  on  to  the  site  in  December,  1962.  It  became  evident 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  that  a factor  more  serious  than  delay 
in  the  maturing  of  the  biological  filters  was  causing  deterioration 
in  the  quality  of  the  effluent  from  Mitchell  Laithes  sewage  works. 
Following  indications  that  the  deterioration  was  attributable 
to  a marked  increase  in  the  trade  effluent  load  on  the  works,  the 
Board  approached  the  Corporation  on  the  implications  of  this 
aspect  of  the  problem  on  the  urgent  need  to  provide  additional 
plant  at  the  works.  On  matters  appertaining  to  the  purification 
of  sewage  and  trade  effluents,  the  Board  have  for  many  years 
regarded  Dewsbury  as  one  of  the  most  progressive  local  authori- 
ties, and  although  it  was  anticipated  that  due  regard  would  be 
had  to  the  Board’s  representations,  the  promptness  and  nature 
of  the  reply  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  was  a matter  for 
warm  commendation.  The  Sewage  Works  Manager  had  also 
noted  the  conditions  referred  to,  and  had  already  prepared  and 
presented  a very  comprehensive  report  on  the  subject  to  his 
Committee.  The  Board  are  confident  that,  in  keeping  with  the 
Corporation’s  reputation,  the  urgent  need  for  further  extension 
of  the  works  will  be  fully  recognised,  and  the  requisite  measures 
undertaken  as  speedily  as  practicable. 

Earl}^  in  1962  the  pumping  station  at  Healey  was  commis- 
tioned,  since  when  the  whole  of  the  sewage  of  Healey  (Ossett 
Borough)  has  been  conveyed  for  treatment  at  the  Mitchell 
Laithes  sewage  works. 

The  effluent  from  the  Ravensthorpe  sewage  works  has  again 
been  reasonably  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  condition  of  the  Spen 
River  as  it  enters  Dewsbury  County  Borough  area.  There  has 
been  some  delay  in  the  preparation  of  details  of  the  second  stage 
of  the  scheme  of  extensions  to  the  main  sewage  works  serving  the 
Borough  of  Spenborough,  due  in  part  to  the  new  approach  being 
made  to  the  exercise  of  effective  control  over  the  trade  effluents 
discharged  to  the  Corporation’s  sewers.  Owing  to  uncertainty 
with  regard  to  the  proposed  line  of  the  Yorkshire/Lancashire 
Motorway  in  relation  to  the  North  Bierley  sewage  works  of  the 
Bradford  Corporation,  the  scheme  of  extensions  has  been  further 
delayed.  Implementation  of  this  scheme  and  of  the  Spenborough 
scheme  will  ultimately  result  in  a marked  improvement  in  the 
river  as  it  enters  Dewsbury  County  Borough. 

The  effluent  from  a Batley  dye-house  has  for  many  years 
marred  the  appearance  of  the  water  in  the  Batley  Beck,  and  it  is 
a pleasure  to  record  that  (in  implementation  of  an  undertaking 
given  several  years  ago),  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
connection  of  the  effluent  to  the  public  sewerage  system  deliver- 
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ing  to  Mitchell  Laithes  sewage  works.  The  necessary  work  was 
started  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  it  is  confidently  expected 
that  the  appearance  of  the  Batley  Beck  (Dewsbury  Beck)  as  it 
flows  through  the  County  Borough  will  improve,  once  this 
connection  is  completed. 

The  improved  condition  of  the  Smithies  Beck  (the  upper 
reaches  of  the  Batley  Beck)  has  been  generally  maintained, 
although  a discharge  to  it  of  mine  water  (over  which  the  River 
Board  has  no  jurisdiction)  continues  to  have  some  adverse  effect. 
The  condition  of  the  Pildacre  Beck  has  been  generally  satis- 
factory throughout  the  year,  as  also  has  that  of  the  Chickenley 
Beck. 

The  river  at  Brighouse  and  upstream  continues  to  support 
fish-life,  and  some  excellent  catches  by  anglers  have  been 
reported. 

Some  serious  discharges  of  fly-ash  from  Elland  Power 
Station  early  in  the  year  had  a very  adverse  effect  on  the  appear- 
ance of  the  river.  However,  following  strong  representation  made 
by  the  Board  to  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board, 
remedial  action  was  taken  and  the  appearance  of  the  river  has 
latterly  been  much  improved. 

Progress  on  the  £2  million  scheme  of  alterations  and  exten- 
sions to  the  Huddersfield  County  Borough  sewage  works  was 
somewhat  disappointing,  but  it  is  to  be  expected  that,  when 
eventually  completed,  this  scheme  will  result  in  further  sub- 
stantial improvement  of  the  middle  readies  of  the  Calder. 

Failure  to  complete  negotiations  is  still  preventing  the 
preparation  of  the  scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Holmfirth 
sewage  works,  to  facilitate  acceptance  of  effluents  from  trade 
premises  in  the  Holme  Valley  into  the  Council’s  sewerage  system, 
and  it  is  also  regrettable  that  although  some  progress  has  been 
made  no  decision  has  yet  been  reached  on  the  adoption  of  a 
specific  scheme  for  providing  much  needed  facilities  for  dealing 
with  the  sewage  and  trade  effluents  in  the  Sowerbv  Bridge  Urban 
District. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  provisions  of  the  Rivers  (Preven- 
tion of  Pollution)  Act,  11)61,  will  come  into  full  effect  during 
1963.  Under  that  Act,  as  from  the  “appointed  date’’*,  it  will 
be  an  offence  to  continue  to  discharge  to  a river  or  stream  any 
sewage  effluent  (including  discharges  from  overflows  on  sewerage 
systems)  or  trade  effluent  not  already  controlled  under  the 
Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1951,  unless  application 
has  been  made  for  the  consent  of  the  River  Board.  It  will 
obviously  take  some  considerable  time  before  effective  imple- 
mentation of  this  provision  can  be  secured,  but  it  will  undoubted- 
ly prove  to  be  the  most  far-reaching  anti-pollution  measure  \’(‘t 
to  be  taken  in  this  country.

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PUBLIC  BATHS. 

Mr.  F.  Whitham,  Baths  Superintendent  has  kindly  supplied 
the  following  information  : — 

The  Baths  are  situated  in  Old  Westgate  and  were  open  in 
June,  1896.  They  comprise  2 Swimming  Baths,  18  Slipper  Baths, 
Turkish,  Zotofoam  and  Aeratone  Baths,  and  an  establishment 
laundry. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  two  swimming  pools  are  the  same  size,  75  ft.  x 24  ft., 
depth  3ft  to  6 ft.  with  a capacity  of  52,500  gallons  of  water  in 
each  bath. 

The  major  bath  is  open  for  mixed  bathing  each  day  and  is 
also  used  for  Swimming  Galas.  The  minor  bath  is  used  as  the 
instructional  bath  for  school  classes  and  for  single  sex  bathing 
after  school  hours. 

The  water  in  both  baths  is  maintained  to  a high  standard  of 
clarity  and  purity  by  means  of  constant  treatment  through  the 
filtration  plant.  This  plant  is  capable  of  dealing  with  the  total 
amount  of  water  from  both  baths  every  3|  hours.  Purification  of 
the  water  is  carried  out  by  means  of  a modern  chlorination  plant. 

Regular  tests  are  carried  out  each  day  to  ensure  that  the 
correct  ph  value,  alkalinity  and  chlorine  residual  are  maintained. 

A total  of  151,425  bathers  attended  the  swimming  baths 
during  1962  and  of  these  50,990  were  scholars  attending  for 
swimming  instruction.  These  figures  show  a drop  in  the  number 
of  scholars  attending,  due,  I think,  to  the  passing  of  the  bulge 
of  the  past  few  years. 

Members  of  the  Infantile  Paralysis  Fellowship  are  given  a 
free  period  each  week.  There  has  been  a drop  in  the  numbers 
attending  which  in  one  sense  is  a good  thing. 

Slipper  Baths. 

There  are  12  baths  for  men  and  6 baths  for  women  and 
maximum  use  is  made  of  them,  particularly  by  the  coloured 
people.  It  would  appear  that  the  population  of  coloured  people 
is  still  increasing  in  the  town  as  we  have  had  another  increase 
of  6,147  slipper  bath  bathers  during  1 962.  The  number  of  slipper 
bath  bathers  in  1960  was  17,516  and  in  1962  the  number  was 
27,197  of  which  I estimate  80%  are  coloured  people. 

Old  Age  Pensioners  are  allowed  free  baths  during  the  mid 
week  and  regular  use  is  made  of  these  facilities. 


Turkish  and  Remedial  Baths. 

The  remedial  section  consists  of  Turkish,  Rus.sian,  Zotofoam 
and  Aeratone  baths. 

Of  these  baths,  the  most  popular  is  the  Turkish  Bath. 
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Laundry, 

The  laundry  contains  a Rotary  washing  machine,  Hydro 
Extractor,  Power  mangle  and  dryer. 

Again  there  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  towels  used  at  the  baths.  Laundry  work  is  also  carried  out  for 
other  departments  of  the  Corporation. 

The  total  bathers  for  the  year  1962  is  made  up  as  follows  : —

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  Corporation  maintains  five  ladies’  and  five  men’s 
conveniences,  two  of  each  have  washing  facilities  and  there  are 
five  full-time  attendants  employed.  In  addition,  sixteen  men’s 
urinals  are  maintained  and  have  no  attendant,  these  are  cleansed 
and  disinfected  by  a mobile  cleaner. 


NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT 
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CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 
ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. 


There  are  three  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  County  Borough 
administered  by  the  Corporation,  these  are  situated  at  Moor- 
lands Maternity  Hospital,  Thornhill  Council  Offices,  and  Heaton 
Lodge,  Earlsheaton. 

Ante-natal  care  is  available  at  these  clinics  for  patients 
resident  in  Dewsbury  and  in  bordering  areas  who  are  going  to 
be  confined  at  home  and  those  who  have  been  booked  for  delivery 
in  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital.  Some  Dewsbury  residents  are 
confined  to  Staincliffe  General  Hospital,  which  administers  its 
own  ante-natal  clinic. 

Blood  tests  are  carried  out  at  the  Corporation  clinics,  and 
immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  available. 

Short  talks,  demonstrations  and  film  shows  on  various 
health  topics  are  given  to  patients  attending  Earlsheaton  and 
Thornhill  ante-natal  clinics.  Orange  juice,  cod  liver  oil,  and 
vitamin  tablets  are  also  on  sale  at  these  two  clinics. 

POST-NATAL  CLINICS 

A post-natal  clinic  administered  by  the  Corporation  is  held 
once  a month  at  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital.  It  is  attended 
by  Dewsbury  residents  who  have  been  confined  either  at  home  or 
at  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital. 

Premature  Baby  Clinic. 

This  clinic  is  held  twice  a month  at  Moorlands  and  is  in  the 
charge  of  the  Consultant  Paediatrician.  A Senior  Health  Visitor 
attends  the  clinic,  where  all  prem  ature  babies  born  in  the  area  are 
referred,  together  with  any  baby  who  has  been  ill  in  hospital  or 
any  baby  who  has  any  abnormality.  An  average  of  12  babies 
attend  at  each  session.

INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS. 

The  table  on  page  44  gives  details  of  the  attendances  at 
each  of  the  Corporation's  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

The  number  of  infants  attending  for  the  first  time  under 
one  year  of  age  was  87%  of  the  number  of  infants  born  during 
the  year  (live  births).  The  clinics  are  well  patronised  and  during 
the  year  1,988  children  attended  them.  This  is  a decrease  of 
72  children  on  the  previous  year’s  figure. 

The  amount  of  milk  foods  of  all  types  sold  at  the  clinics 
during  the  year  was  30,189  lbs.  compared  with  28,077  lbs.  in 
1961  and  30,.519  lbs.  in  1960.

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DENTAL  SERVICE. 

Report  by  the  Senior  Dental  Officer — Mr.  J.  R.  Tuxford,  L.D.S. 

Dental  treatment  has  continued  to  be  available,  as  in 
previous  years,  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  pre- 
school children.  Treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  Central  Dental 
Clinic. 

During  the  later  part  of  the  year,  commencing  with  a 
“Dental  Health  Week,"  November  12th  to  the  17th,  the 
Authority  has  been  running  a Dental  Health  Campaign,  aimed  in 
particular  at  school  children  and  parents.  Ante-natal  and  post- 
natal clinics  have  also  received  their  share  of  campaign  publicity, 
and  parents  of  school  children  who  have  pre-school  children  have 
been  made  aware  of  the  necessity  of  correct  diet,  oral  hygene  and 
regular  dental  attention.  The  efforts  made,  have,  I feel,  made 
some  impact,  as  there  have  been  rather  more  enquiries  con- 
cerning the  dental  treatment  of  the  pre-school  child  since  the 
campaign  started. 

The  dental  condition  of  the  pre-school  child  shows  very 
little  or  no  improvement  over  previous  years,  but  as  our  efforts 
in  the  field  of  dental  propaganda  will  continue,  we  hope  an 
improvement  may  soon  become  apparent. 

The  numbers  receiving  treatment  have  been  increased 
during  1962,  and  all  patients  referred,  who  required  and  accepted 
treatment,  were  attended  to. 

Patients  are  usually  referred  from  the  Authority’s  ante- 
natal and  post-natal  clinics,  some  by  their  own  medical  advisers, 
and  some  on  their  own  account,  usually  because  of  pain. 

All  types  of  dental  treatment  are  made  available,  including 
the  provision  of  dentures  without  charge  to  patients  who  are 
eligible.  Dentures  are  made  by  an  outside  laboratory.  Radio- 
graphic  examination  facilities  are  available  where  necessarv. 
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Numbers  provided  with  dental  care.

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EIGHTLANDS  DAY  NURSERY. 

The  nursery  has  accommodation  for  25  children  under  the 
age  of  3 years.  It  is  open  Monday  to  Friday  from  7.0  a.m.  to 
6.0  p.m.  and  is  staffed  by  Matron,  two  Nursery  Assistants,  Cook, 
Kitchen  Helper,  Cleaner  and  a Laundress  (part-time).  When 
the  daily  attendance  exceeds  21,  matron  can  engage  temporary 
additional  help.

The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year  was  1 4,  as  against 
16  the  previous  year;  the  drop  being  accounted  for  by  minor 
ailments  and  short-time  working  in  local  industry. 

During  1962  two  Nursery  School  student  teachers  worked  at 
the  Day  Nursery  as  part  of  their  training  for  the  N.N.E.R. 
(lualification. 

The  charges  for  admission  remained  the  same  as  in  1961, 
i.e.,  a minimum  of  Is.  6d.  a day  and  a maximum  of  6s.  Od.  per 
day,  the  actual  amount  depending  on  the  circumstances  of  the 
applicant. 

The  nursery  is  maintained  by  the  Council  primarily  as  a 
social  service  for  those  in  need  of  it,  i.e.,  children  of  unmarried 
mothers,  widowed,  divorced  or  separated  mothers,  mothers  who 
have  to  go  into  hospital,  and  others.  Each  case  is  decided  on  its 
merits. 

Dr.  Hodgkinson  visits  the  Day  Nursery  to  give  ad\dce  and 
to  do  vaccinations  and  immunisations  as  necessary. 

Mother  and  Baby  Homes. 

4 here  are  no  Mother  and  Baby  homes  provided  by  the 
Council,  but  approval  was  given  for  five  unmarried  expectant 
women  to  be  sent  to  homes  provided  by  religious  bodies,  payment 
being  made  by  the  authority. 

Illegitimate  Children. 

The  authority  does  not  employ  a Social  Worker  for  purposes 
of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2S66.  The  mothers  are  \'isited  b\’ 
the  Health  Visitors,  who  offer  advice  on  the  care  of  the  children 
and  on  the  .services  avadlable  to  them. 
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DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY. 

The  Authority  employed  4 Domiciliary  Midwives  in  1962, 
who  were  recognised  as  teacher  midwives  and  they  were  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  who 
is  also  the  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer.  All  four  midwives 
are  qualified  to  administer  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  and  Pethidine, 
and  each  midwife  has  her  own  equipment  for  these  purposes. 
Whilst  on  duty  each  is  responsible  for  domiciliary  births  night 
and  day  on  her  own  district.  If  off  duty,  the  work  is  shared  by 
the  other  midwives.  The  midwives  are  supphed  with  an  Infant 
Oxygen  Resuscitator  for  use  in  the  establishment  of  respiration 
in  asphyxiated  newborn  infants. 

All  the  midwives  own  their  own  cars  which  they  use  when 
on  duty,  and  for  which  they  receive  a car  allowance  from  the 
authority.

In  addition  the  midwives  attended  113  maternity  cases  who 
were  discharged  from  Moorlands  Maternity  and  Staincliffe 
General  Hospitals  before  the  10th  day  after  delivery. 
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HOSPITAL  MIDWIFERY. 

During  the  year  notification  of  intention  to  practise  within 
the  area  of  the  authority  was  given  by  26  midwives  employed  by 
the  Dewsbury,  Batley  and  Mirfield  Hospital  Management 
Committee,  as  Institutional  Midwives  at  either  Moorlands 
Maternity  Hospital  or  Staincliffe  General  Hospital.  During  the 
year  706  live  births  and  12  stillbirths  (Dewsbury  residents)  were 
notified  from  hospitals.  This  figure  includes  babies  born  at  Batley 
Maternity  Home,  Crossley  Maternity  Home,  Mirfield  and  a few 
from  Huddersfield  and  other  adjacent  towns. 


HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  number  of  Health  Visitors  both  qualified  and  approved 
employed  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  8.  This  is  4 below  the 
establishment  of  12  and  because  of  this  their  work  was  restricted. 
It  has  always  been  the  intention  to  develop  arrangements  for 
allocating  health  visitors  to  work  with  general  practitioners  in 
their  practice,  but  this  has  never  been  possible  owing  to  the 
smallness  of  our  staff. 

Liaison  with  the  hospitals  in  the  area  with  regard  to  after- 
care is  extremely  good  and  although  figures  are  not  kept  of  the 
numbers  involved  there  is  no  doubt  that  much  useful  work  is 
carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  this  respect. 

The  Health  Visitors  do  dual  duty,  being  employed  as  School 
Nurses  as  well  as  Health  Visitors.  In  addition  to  their  duties  in 
Schools,  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and  visiting  on  their  districts  they 
also  do  duty  at  the  open  Poliomyelitis  Clinic  which  has  been  held 
every  Saturday  morning  in  the  Health  Department.  One  of  the 
Senior  visitors  also  attends  the  Premature  Baby  Clinic  held 
twice  a month  at  Dewsbury  General  Hospital.

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HOME  NURSING. 

The  Corporation  are  entirely  responsible  for  the  Home 
Nursing  Service  in  Dewsbury.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  establish- 
ment has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  it  is  possible  to 
give  a service  which  is  most  satisfactory,  and  which  includes  the 
availability  of  nurses  by  night  as  well  as  day.  Transport  is 
provided  by  the  authority  in  the  shape  of  cars  and  auto-cycles. 
The  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer  and  three  Home  Nurses  own 
their  own  cars  and  use  them  when  on  duty,  for  which  the 
authority  pays  a car  allowance.

born  in  the  previous  year.

three  doses  of  1 c.c.  at  monthly  intervals.  Nine  received  A.P.T. 
and  59  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  combined.  Private  doctors 
immunised  3 of  the  children  against  diphtheria  and  134  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  (combined  prophylactic)  and 
Tetanus. 

In  addition,  during  the  year  831  children  received  one 
single  boosting  dose  ; 598  of  these  children  were  between  5 and 
16  years  and  233  were  under  6 years. 

Since  1951  there  has  not  been  a single  notified  case  of 
diphtheria  and  this  fact  is  justification  for  the  ever  present 
campaign  for  diphtheria  immunisation.

SMALLPOX. 

On  2nd  January,  1962,  a Pakistani  was  discovered  in 
Dewsbury  who  had  travelled  on  Flight  Number  707  from 
Pakistan  International  Airways  into  London  Airport  just  before 
Christmas.  Amongst  the  passengers  on  this  flight  was  a man 
who  subsequently  contracted  Smallpox  and  was  isolated  at  West 
Bromwich. 

The  Dewsbury  contact  lived  with  two  older  men  at  21, 
John  Street,  Ravensthorpe.  Immediately  upon  his  discovery, 
the  contact  was  isolated  at  Seacroft  Hospital,  transferred  there 
by  ambidance.  The  bedding  in  his  household  was  disinfected. 
The  two  male  Pakistanis  were  the  only  known  contacts  and  these 
were  both  vaccinated,  together  with  the  ambulance  driver. 
The  van  driver  was  also  vaccinated,  since  he  completed  the  dis- 
infection of  the  bedding.  Upon  its  return  to  base,  the  ambulance 
was  also  disinfected. 

No  further  contacts  were  detected  and  the  man  was  subse- 
({uently  discharged  from  hospital  without  contracting  the 
disease. 

On  30th  December,  1961,  a Pakistani  girl  died  in  Bradford 
Children’s  Hospital.  On  10th  January,  1962,  four  children  in  the 
same  ward  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Smallpox  and  this 
was  presumed  to  be  the  diagnosis  in  the  other  child.  Further 
cases  continued  to  be  reported.  On  'I'liursday  morning,  11th 
January,  a nurse  at  Bradford  Children’s  Hospital,  who  had 
nursed  the  original  child,  and  some  of  the  further  cases,  returned 
to  her  mother’s  home  in  Dewsburv.  She  remained  indoors  for 
most  of  the  day  and  early  the  following  morning,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  informed  her  that  since  she  was  a \'erv  close 
contact  she  must  be  confined  to  the  house  for  a period.  She  was 
vaccinated,  together  with  her  parents,  Iku'  fiance,  and  the  parents 
of  her  fiance.  She  was  allowed  no  contact  with  the  outside 
world  and  was  kept  under  daily  surveillance.  Fortunatelv  she 
did  not  develop  smallpox.  On  Friday,  12th  January,  all  Health 
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Department  staff  were  re-vaccinated  and  some  members  of  the 
general  public  were  vaccinated  on  the  13th.  It  was  decided 
that  vaccination  should  be  restricted  and  used  only  for  contacts 
and  for  children  in  the  clinics  who  were  under  the  age  of  five 
years.  A boy  living  at  Ravensthorpe,  entered  Wharfedale 
Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  Christmas  vacation.  Four  days  later, 
a case  of  Smallpox  was  discovered  in  the  hospital  and  the  Dews- 
bury boy  was  vaccinated.  His  parents  were  also  vaccinated  in 
Dewsbury  together  with  the  parents  of  another  Dewsbury  child 
at  the  same  hospital.  Nevertheless,  the  Dewsbury  boy  subse- 
quently developed  Smallpox  and  was  admitted  to  Oakwell 
Isolation  Hospital.  His  condition  however  gave  no  cause  for 
anxiety  because  of  his  vaccination.  No  further  cases  or  contacts 
were  reported  in  Dewsbury  and  those  under  surveillance  were 
allowed  to  return  to  work  again  after  17  days. 

On  the  evening  of  7th  February,  1962,  a patient  in  Dewsbury 
General  Hospital  was  suspected  of  suffering  from  Smallpox  and 
was  transferred  to  Oakwell  Hospital.  He  had  been  admitted  on 
the  previous  day.  Dewsbury  General  Hospital  was  immediately 
closed  and  all  the  staff  and  their  immediate  families  were  vaccin- 
ated. All  visitors  to  the  hospital  on  the  7th  February  were  offered 
vaccination'at  the  central  clinic.  No  outward  mail  was  allowed 
from  the  hospital  and  disinfection  of  beds  and  bedding,  including 
the  ambulance  used  by  the  man  was  carried  out.  All  known 
contacts  were  investigated  and  vaccinated.  The  man  was  a 
resident  of  Drighlington.  Vaccination  continued  to  be  restricted 
to  the  contacts  outlined  above.

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During  1962  all  the  Ambulances  were  provided  with  a Brook 
Airway  for  the  purpose  of  Mouth  to  Airway  resuscitation.  In 
addition  each  man  was  provided  with  his  own  separate  mouth- 
piece to  avoid  cross-infection.  Training  was  provided  by  the 
Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  men  were  asked  to 
keep  records  of  the  cases  in  which  this  form  of  resuscitation  was 
used.  Five  cases  were  notified  by  the  ambulance  men  themselves, 
but  in  each  case  the  patient  died  shortly  after  admission  to 
hospital.  In  four  cases  the  interval  between  the  patient  ceasing 
to  breathe  and  resuscitation  being  attempted  was  longer  than 
ten  minutes,  whilst  in  the  one  remaining  case  the  heart  had 
ceased  to  beat,  before  the  ambulance  had  arrived. 

The  service  was  equipped  with  two  new  vehicles  which  were 
fitted  with  warning  signals  to  facilitate  movement  in  traffic.  A 
flashing  blue  light  on  the  roof  of  the  vehicle  is  used  on  an 
emergency  case  even  when  the  vehicle  is  parked  to  collect  the 
patient.  On  the  front  of  the  ambulance  an  illuminated  flashing 
signal  warns  other  traffic  when  the  ambulance  is  travelling  to  the 
scene  of  an  accident.  Finally  the  new  vehicles  are  each  fitted 
with  a bell  to  warn  other  road  users  that  the  ambulance  is  carry- 
ing a seriously  ill  person.  This  equipment  does  ensure  that  the 
ambulance  may  gain  priority  in  traffic  when  it  is  urgently 
required.

Though 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  have  the  responsibility  of  clinical 
care  of  the  patients  and  control  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
tuberculosis  sanatoria,  dispensaries  and  mass  miniature  radio- 
graphy, the  domiciliary  medico-social  care  of  the  patients  and 
their  families  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Health  Authority.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT. 

REPORT  OF  WORK,  1962. 

I am  indebted  to  Miss  Fryer,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  H.V.  Cert,  and 
Miss  Oldroyd,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M. , Sister  Tutor’s  Dip.,  for  the 
following  account  of  their  work  during  the  year. 

“Without /doubt,  our  work  has  grown  and  expanded,  and 
taken  a deeper  root  in  the  community.  It  has  been  a very  busy 
year.  Many  social  groups  including  a number  outside  the 
Borough  have  requested  our  help  and  bookings  for  1963  are 
already  being  made.  In  the  field  of  school  work  especially  it  is 
satisfying  to  realise  that  now,  most  of  the  school-leavers  in 
Dewsbury  have  a correct  foundation  knowledge  of  health  and 
disease,  home  nursing  and  first  aid,  how  the  body  works  and  how 
to  take  care  of  it,  what  happens  in  illness  and  what  to  do  for 
oneself  and  others  when  the  need  arises.  We  are  trying  to  la}-  a 
foundation  not  only  of  personal  health  and  family  health  but 
public  health  also.  Our  aim  has  been  to  make  each  child  realise 
that  in  these  days  of  modern  living  each  of  us  personally  has  a 
duty  to  help  maintain  the  public  health  of  the  community  in 
which  we  live. 

Everyone  concerned  appears  to  be  greatly  pleased  by  the 
progress  of  the  school  health  education  programme.  Visiting 
school  Inspectors  sat  in  a class  in  progress  in  Chickenley  Junior 
School,  and  were  most  impressed.  Films  shown  during  the  year 
at  the  Health  Department  to  visiting  class  groups  from  various 
schools  dealt  with: 

Hygiene  and  Beauty  Subjects 

Infant  Care  and  Infant  Feeding 

Diet  and  Health  films.  (Domestic  Science  (dasses) 

Dental  Health 

Care  of  the  Aged  and  their  problems 

Home  Safety  and  various  physiologv  short  films 

We /have  an  excellent  filmstrip  library  ourselves  and  can  also 
borrow  from  many  other  interested  bodies,  so  that  we  need  not 
be  without  any  suitable  visual  aid  to  support  our  teaching  work. 

Evening  Work  with  Social  and  Educational  Groups. 

We  are  available  to  give  lectures  and  talks  and  to  aid  in  an\' 
way  the  above  groups,  and  twenty-six  talks  on  various  subjects 
relating  to  health  and  welfare  subjects  were  given. 

The  Centenary  Year. 

We  must  not  let  the  centenary  year  ])ass  without  expressing 
our  profound  thanks  to  all  those  very  helpful  shopkeepers  and 
the  market  stall  holders  who  so  readily  put  up  the  posters  and 
displays  for  us  in  connection  with  the  various  cam})aigns  which 
were  conducted  by  the  Health  Department  throughout  the  year, 
c.g.,  Dental  Health,  Smoking  and  Health  (.see  School  Health 
Report,  1962,  re  these  two  campaigns).  Mass  X-rav  and  Oral 
Poliomyelitis  Vaccination.

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Health  Education. 

A very  good  attendance  is  maintained  at  these  educational 
sessions  for  the  expectant  mother,  and  for  those  who  already 
have  young  children. 


Relaxation  and  Exercise  Classes— in  preparation  for  labour. 

230/classes  were  held  during  the  year.  730  new  attendances 
were  recorded  and  2,309  re-attendances  were  made.  This,  we 
believe  has  been  a record  year  for  attendances. 

46  Group  Talks  were  held  in  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and 

87  Ante-natal  talks,  films  and  demonstrations  were  given, 

quite  apart  from  those  given  at  the  Relaxation  Classes. 

We  belong  to  the  National  Childbirth  Trust  Association 
which  has  its  centre  in  London  and  through  this  association  we 
have  purchased  useful  discs  for  the  record  player  of  Grantly  Dick 
Read’s  work,  and  of  others  in  the  field  of  Natural  Childbirth. 

Never  before  have  we  disposed  of  so  many  books,  leaflets 
and  posters,  and  it  appears  quite  an  obvious  fact  that  people  wish 
to  study  about  health  and  safety  matters  and  discuss  problems 
now  after  reading. 


Work  with  Students. 

On  frequent  occasions  we  have  visits  from  Student 'Nurses, 
Post  Graduate  Nurses,  quite  often  from  other  countries,  student 
teachers,  and  others  who  wish  to  see  the  work  of  the  various 
branches  of  the  Health  Department,  as  part  of  their  training. 
We  and  other  members  of  the  staff  do  all  we  can  to  give  them  full 
information  and  to  make  their  visits  interesting. 


Huddersfield  Health  Department. 

We  had  two  full  days  at  Huddersfield,  joining  their  Health 
Department  in  the  special  course  on  Health  Education  they  had 
organised  in  co-operation  with  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education.  We  were  proud  to  be  chosen  to  give  the  demonstra- 
tion for  our  particular  group  before  all  present,  and  it  was 
apparently  very  successful  as  there  was  much  praise  and  no 
adverse  criticism. 
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Exchanging  notes  with  other  people  present  we  felt  that 
Dewsbur)^  Health  Education  Department  had  a very  good  lead 
in  this  field.  Indeed,  the  work  of  our  department  has  become 
more  widespread,  necessitating  a second  Aldis  projector,  the 
further  purchase  of  materials,  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
the  various  class  groups  held — both  in  school  and  in  the  adult 
field. 

Oral  Polio  Campaign. 

In  June  we  started  the  oral  polio  campaign  which  has  been 
and  continues  to  be,  most  successful,  and  now  all  children  attend- 
ing clinics  and  expectant  mothers  are  encouraged  to  acquire 
their  immunity  in  this  manner. 

Other  Activities. 

From  time  to  time  we  are  now  able  to  invite  the  demons- 
trators from  various  firms  to  come  and  meet  our  groups  to  talk 
about  knitting,  washing,  infant  and  child  feeding,  and  all  this 
adds  variety  to  clinic  visits.  The  modern  child  ciinic  should  be 
also  an  educational  centre. 

In  the  field  of  “In-service  Training”  films  of  interest  are  from 
time  to  time  shown  to  the  staff  and  this  is  also  a suitable  way  of 
discovering  what  new  films  are  suitable  for  public  showing. 

On  two  occasions  films  were  shown  to  a small  group  of 
disabled  members  of  the  League  of  Friendship. 

In  addition  many  peg  board  displays  have  been  prepared 
and  loaned  out  to  various  schools  for  the  dental,  smoking  and 
health  campaigns. 

Finally  we  are  happy  to  have  expanded  our  work  in  what  we 
believe  to  be  a successful  manner  judging  from  the  many  expres- 
tions  of  appreciation  both  verbal  and  written,  which  we  received 
during  the  year.” 
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V.D.  Visiting  and  Social  Vi^ork. 

The  Council  joins  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
in  providing  the  services  of  a V.D.  Social  Worker  who  is  centred 
at  Dewsbury  General  Hospital  Treatment  Centre.

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HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  number  of  cases  helped  during  1962  was,  for  the  first 
time  for  several  years,  a slight  reduction  on  the  previous  year’s 
total.  But  as  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below,  it  was  still  at  515 
total  cases,  a considerable  increase  on  all  the  other  previous  years. 

As  in  previous  years  the  service  has  been  under  constant 
pressure  and  it  is  increasingly  difficult  to  meet  all  demands  made 
on  the  service.  The  establishment  of  Home  Help  was  equal  to 
36  full-time  helps  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  consisted  of  11 
full-time  and  42  part-time  helps.  There  are  one  or  two  ‘night 
sitters’  available  also  who  can  be  called  on  if  needed. 

The  Supervisor  is  a State  Registered  Nurse  and  she  is  res- 
ponsible for  the  day  to  day  running  of  the  service,  assisted  by  a 
part-time  female  clerk.

At  first, 
all  changes  tend  to  disrupt  a service  and  it  takes  some  time  for  it 
to  settle  down  again  and  benefit  from  them.

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Throughout  the  year,  the  staff  of  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
has  remained  unchanged;  that  is  Mr.  Wilman,  Mr.  Roberts  and 
Mrs.  Doran  have  been  employed  on  a half-time  basis  with  the 
Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  Mr.  Chaffer  full-time.  Mr.  Wilman 
and  Mr.  Roberts  also  work  as  Welfare  Officers  under  the  Welfare 
Services  Committee  and  Mrs.  Doran  is  a Health  Visitor/School 
Nurse.  The  long-term  aim  is,  of  course,  to  have  full-time  officers 
and  it  is  hoped  in  the  near  future  to  take  further  steps  towards 
this  goal. 

There  has  been  a further  increase  in  the  number  of  persons 
referred  to  the  Mental  Health  Service  and  these  are  classified  in 
the  above  statistics.  Co-operation  with  the  social  workers  and 
the  medical  staff  of  Storthes  Hall  Hospital,  the  psychiatric 
hospital  in  whose  catchment  area  Dewsbury  lies,  has  continued 
and  this  is  shown  in  the  number  of  patients  referred  from  this 
source. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  policy  of  providing  care  without 
compulsion  has  been  pursued  and  no  case  has  been  taken  into 
guardianship. 

Admissions  to  psychiatric  hospitals  in  which  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  have  assisted  have,  whenever  possible,  been 
arranged  informally  and  the  number  of  compulsory  admissions 
kept  to  an  absolute  minimum.  There  has  been  some  difficulty  at 
times  in  arranging  admissions  to  psychiatric  hospitals,  particu- 
larly for  patients  over  the  age  of  (55  for  whom  hospital  facilities 
are  manifestly  inadequate.  So  far  as  younger  patients  are  con- 
cerned, there  is,  no  doubt  a greater  pressure  than  ever  on 
psychiatric  hospitals.  This  appears  to  be  mainly  because  of  the 
number  of  patients  needing  short  periods  of  treatment  and 
perhaps  it  is  a sign  that  the  old  fears  and  prejudices  are  beginning 
to  break  down. 

Co-operation  with  the  hospital  service  has  continued  by 
the  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  attending  and  assisting  gener- 
ally in  the  psychiatric  clinics  at  the  Dewsbury  ( General  Hospital 
and  also  by  taking  part  in  case  conferences  at  Storthes  Hall. 

So  far  as  the  placement  of  subnormal  persons  in  hospitals  is 
concerned,  the  usual  arrangements  were  made  f(u-  several  to 
have  short  periods  away  from  home  during  the  Summer  mf)nlhs. 
To  these,  this  is  looked  upon  as  a holiday  and  to  the  parents  or 
guardians  as  a relief  from  responsibility  and  a eliance  to  have  a 
complete  change  for  a short  period. 


y Adult  Training  Centre. 

I The  Adult  Training  Centre  has  continued  on  the  lines  laid 

3 down  last  year  and  the  trainees  have  benehtted  greatly  from 
j their  work  there.  1 he  continued  co-operation  of  Messrs.  Birkbv’s 
1 has  contributed  largely  to  this  and  they  have  been  most  helpful 
i in  keeping  up  a steady  supply  of  work.  The  trainees  have 
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adapted  well  to  several  changes  in  the  type  of  plastic  moulding 
for  trimming  and  there  has  been  a notable  gain  in  their  self- 
confidence. 

During  the  year  it  was  felt  that  if  possible  some  additional 
occupation  should  be  provided  for  several  young  men  who  found 
the  moulding  trimming  difficult  because  of  the  fine  movements 
involved.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Yorkshire  Elec- 
tricity Board  for  the  purchase  of  disused  electricity  meters  and 
these  are  dismantled  for  the  scrap  metals  they  contain.  This 
work  has  now  been  in  progress  for  several  months  and  two  or 
occasionally  three  young  men  are  employed  in  this  way. 

Some  of  the  young  women  have  also  been  employed  during 
the  year  on  out-work  provided  by  Messrs.  T.  & F.  Firth  Ltd.,  of 
Heckmondwike.  This  consisted  of  the  recovery  of  woollen  fringe 
from  decorative  cover  edging.  Unfortunately  this  work  only 
lasted  for  several  months  but  the  management  of  the  firm  was 
most  helpful  and  it  is  hoped  that  further  items  of  work  might  be 
provided. 

Early  in  the  year,  Mr.  R.  Drayton  who  had  supervised  the 
young  men  left  to  take  up  an  appointment  as  Senior  Instructor 
and  Supervisor  at  the  Adult  Training  Centre  of  another 
Authority.  Mr.  I.  Townend  who  was  already  well-known  to  the 
young  men  was  appointed  to  fill  his  place. 

Perhaps  it  might  be  appropriate  here  to  say  a word  in 
general  on  the  subject  of  the  Adult  Training  Centre  and  remuner- 
ative work. 

The  monetary  advantage  to  the  parents,  though  important, 
is  not  the  main  consideration.  More  important  to  most  parents  is 
the  realisation  of  a hope  that  their  son  or  daughter  would  become 
to  some  extent  at  least  self-supporting.  To  the  subnormal  person 
himself,  the  benht  has  shown  in  an  increased  self-respect  and  in  a 
general  improvement  of  outlook  and  behaviour  consequent  upon 
the  feeling  of  normality  engendered  by  working  and  earning.  In 
this  respect  particularly,  the  scheme  so  far  can  be  said  to  have 
been  most  successful.  It  has  provided  a very  clear  illustration  of 
the  view  that  a positive  and  constructive  approach  to  the 
problem  of  the  subnormal  is  more  likely  to  result  in  a lessening  of 
behaviour  difficulties  than  is  a repressive,  punitive  and  negative 
one.  It  has  borne  out  the  thesis  that  most  of  the  behaviour 
difficulties  associated  with  subnormality  are  compensatory  in 
their  nature;  that  is,  they  represent  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the 
individual  to  offset  strong  feelings  of  inferiority.  Anything  which 
succeeds  in  diminishing  these  feelings  will  result  in  a lessening  of 
the  need  for  the  individual  to  assert  himself  in  undesirable  ways. 
If  he  has  these  socially  acceptable  outlets  he  does  not  need  to 
demonstrate  to  himself  and  to  others  that  he  is  of  some  conse- 
quence and  must  be  taken  into  account  and  his  behaviour 
generally  becomes  more  stable.  It  can  never  become  normal  for 
his  age  because  of  the  severe  limitations  in  his  capacity. 
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P'rom  a purely  administrative  point  of  view,  each  activity 
at  the  Centre,  both  the  plastic  trimming  and  the  meter  dismant- 
ling has  now  fallen  into  a routine,  and  is  running  smoothly.  Much 
useful  experience  has  been  gained  and  the  task  of  extending  the 
service  and  providing  occupation  for  the  future  residents  of  the 
projected  hostel  will  be  much  easier  in  consequence. 


Junior  Training  Centre. 

The  Junior  Training  Centre  has  continued  throughout  the 
year  in  a similar  way  as  before  and  the  usual  activities  have  taken 
place  in  addition  to  the  day  to  day  training  of  the  children  there. 

The  Centre  has  had  frequent  visits  of  observation  by 
students  of  various  kinds.  Also,  two  students  from  the  official 
course  for  teachers  of  the  mentally  handicapped  completed  the 
six  week!s  practical  part  of  their  training  under  Miss  Byrne’s 
guidance. 

The  annual  outing,  this  year  to  Chester  Zoo  was  held  in 
June  and  was  enjoyed  by  juniors  and  adults  alike.  Two  Christ- 
mas parties,  one  for  the  juniors  and  the  other  for  the  young 
adults  were  held,  and  also  a Harvest  Festival  in  October. 

The  only  staff  change  was  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  J.  Booth 
in  February.  She  has  not  been  replaced. 

The  usual  Medical  and  Dental  inspections  took  place  during 
the  year  and  treatment  and  advice  was  given  as  appropriate. 

The  mid-day  meal  and  milk  continued  to  be  supplied  by  the 
school  meals  service. 


Residential  Accommodation. 

The  detailed  planning  of  the  proposed  hostel  for  subnormal 
people  is  now  at  an  advanced  stage  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the 
plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  It  is  hoped 
that  next  year  it  will  be  possible  to  report  that  the  actual  build- 
ing is  nearing  completion.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1962. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the 

County  Borough  of  Dewsbury. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I have  the  pleasure  to  submit  my  Annual  Report 
and  record  of  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s 
Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1962. 

The  report  is  on  similar  lines  as  in  previous  years,  whereas  I 
have  summarised  under  their  respective  headings  the  conditions 
prevailing  in  all  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  work, 
other  than  Public  Cleansing. 

The  Ravensthorpe  No.  1 Smoke  Control  Order,  1961,  was 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  on  the  26th  February,  1962,  and  be- 
came operative  on  1st  October  of  that  year.  As  with  previous 
Orders,  no  objections  were  made  and  no  modifications  had  to  be 
made  by  the  Minister.  The  proposed  Ravensthorpe  No.  2 
Smoke  Control  Area  was  surveyed  during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  Order  will  be  made  early  in  1963.  There  are  now  four 
Smoke  Control  Orders  in  operation  within  the  County  Borough. 

Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  smoke  control 
in  Industry.  More  mechanical  stokers  have  been  fitted  and  in 
some  cases  to  auxilliary  plants.  One  application  for  “Prior 
Approval’’  in  connection  with  the  installation  of  a new  plant  was 
granted.  Only  one  contravention  of  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted 
Periods)  Regulations,  1958,  was  noted  and  it  was  only  necessary 
to  give  a verbal  warning  in  this  case. 

Slum  Clearance  proceeds  as  fast  as  new  building  permits  and 
during  the  year  123  houses  were  demolished.  During  the  period 
176  families  and  single  persons  were  re-housed,  making  a total  of 
509  persons.  Undertakings  not  to  re-let  houses  were  accepted  in 
respect  of  17  premises. 

Several  staff  resignations  caused  some  disruption  of  work 
during  the  year  but  from  September  onwards,  the  Inspectorial 
staff  was  again  at  full  establishment. 
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I would  like  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees  for  their 
valued  help  and  support  throughout  the  year.  I would  record 
my  thanks  also  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  most 
valuable  assistance  and  support,  and  to  the  staff  of  Inspectors, 
Clerks  and  Workmen,  I record  my  thanks  for  the  excellent 
manner  in  which  they  have  performed  their  duties.

Staff. 

The  inspectorial  staff  comprises  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  five  district 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  one  student  Public  Health 
Inspector.  The  Student  Public  Health  Inspector  was 
successful  during  the  year  in  passing  the  Intermediate 
Examination  for  Qualification  as  a Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  remaining  staff  consists  of  three  female  clerks  and  two 
van  drivers/disinfestors.  The  vacancy  for  one  van  driver/ 
disinfestor  was  hlled  during  the  year  by  Mr.  F.  Firth,  who  was 
previously  employed  in  the  Parks  Department  of  the  Corpora- 
tion. 

Mr.  R.  Burheld,  District  Public  Health  Inspector,  resigned 
in  April  to  take  up  an  appointment  with  the  County  Borough 
of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  Mr.  J.  D.  Clayton,  District  Public 
Health  Inspector,  resigned  in  July  to  take  up  appointment  with 
the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

In  June  of  this  year,  Mr.  G.  F.  Arnott,  District  Public 
Health  Inspector  from  the  City  of  Bradford,  was  appointed  as  a 
District  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  in  September,  Mr.  G. 
Millett,  District  Public  Health  Inspector  with  the  City  of  Leeds, 
was  appointed  District  Public  Health  Inspector  with  this 
authority. 

Also  in  September  of  this  year,  Mr.  J.  Chambers  was 
appointed  “Technical  Officer”  in  this  Department  in  relation  to 
work  on  the  Smoke  Control  Programme.  Mrs.  J.  W’ood,  clerk, 
resigned  in  November,  and  Miss  S.  Wood  was  appointed  as 
Junior  Clerk. 

In  addition  to  the  statutory  qualifications  held  by  all  the 
District  Public  Health  Inspectors,  they  also  hold  the  Certificate 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  for  the  Inspection  of  Meat  & 
Other  Foods,  whilst  additional  qualifications  held  include  : — 

Sanitary  Science  as  applied  to  Buildings  and  Public  Works  ; 

Sanitary  & Domestic  Engineering  Certificate;  and 

Smoke  Inspector’s  Diploma.

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 


As  in  previous  years  100  per  cent,  inspection  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  at  the  three  private  slaughterhouses  within  the 
Borough  was  maintained,  and  the  quality  of  meat  remained  high. 
Sunday  meat  inspection  duty  is  still  carried  out  at  one  of  the 
slaughterhouses  and  worked  on  rota  by  the  District  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 


523  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  and  in  consequence 
3 tons  13  cwts.  1 qr.  5 lbs.  of  meat  and  offal  were  condemned  and 
destroyed  as  being  unht  for  food.  The  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  was  1,287  cattle  other  than  cows,  27  cows,  35 
calves,  4,938  sheep  and  5,086  pigs.  Offals  and  small  quantities 
of  meat  surrendered  by  the  occupiers  of  the  slaughterhouses  are 
collected  by  this  Department  and  disposed  of  by  incineration, 
whilst  carcases  found  to  be  unfit  for  food  are  dyed  by  the 
d Inspectors  before  being  sold  by  the  aforementioned  to  manu- 
s facturers  of  non-edible  products.  There  were  no  horses  slaught- 
ered in  the  Borough.

Rats  and  Mice. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  of  all  types  of  premises  continues  as 
in  previous  years,  Dwellinghouses  are  entitled  to  the  service  free 
whilst  all  business  premises  are  subject  to  a charge  for  labour 
and  material  plus  administration  costs. 

Two  comprehensive  treatments  were  given  to  the  Corpora- 
tion sewers  within  the  Borough,  labour  being  supplied  by  the 
Borough  Engineer.  In  addition  10%  of  the  remaining  sewers 
were  also  test  baited.  The  refuse  tip  at  Ravensthorpe  and  known 
as  Pilgrim  tip  had  to  be  treated  for  heavy  infestation  of  rats. 
Warfarin  was  used  with  excellent  results.
